GOP Farm Plank Will

CHICAGO—(AP)—Republican platform drafters appeared ready 


aturday to stake their party's chances in farm states in the November 


election on the belief that farmer votes can't be "bought" with promises 
of bigger "federal handouts." 


A subcommittee laid before the 


party's Resolutions committee to-

Is Not Realistic Thinking 


More and more it becomes a necessity to speak out 


against thinking in terms of labels, of thrusting men and 
issues into neat files. Surely this is a great temptation in a 
time when we are besieged by chaos on every hand. Still it 
is a lure we must try to resist. 


There are really no simple men, fitting easily into well- 


marked categories. We are all a great mixture, driven by 
complex motives, some of which we may not realize our- 
selves. Most of the things we do have a powerful emotional 
basis, though we always manage to find a rational explana- 
tion for our behavior. 


For example, President Truman today finds himself the 


champion of many causes which he believes deserve the "lib- 
eral" label.- But Mr. Truman's personal history makes it 
thoroughly apparent that in many basic respects he is one 
of the most conservative of men. Any effort to characterize 
the President by a few simple strokes of the pen is doomed 
t'6 utter failure.

He may have simple tastes, live by what he regards as a 


sample code, and give others an impression the very op- 
posite of a complex nature. 
Yet he is not a simple man 


-to gauge. 


Nor is Senator Taft- or General Eisenhower, or Bernard 


, M. Baruch, or Charles E. Wilson of General Electric. 


If we try to dispose of these men mentally by tabbing 


,them as if they were to be tucked into a file cabinet with a 
•sort of elemental precision, we will only be misled. We can- 
not measure our public figures, or anyone we know, so easily. 


By the same token, we cannot wade through the great is- 


sues that dominate our present day lives, slapping on labels 
right and left. So prevalent has this practice become that 
some men now are outraged when solutions proposed to par- 
ticular problems do not fit readily into the categories they 
.have established in their minds. 


There was a time, just after World War II, when a lot of 


people had the juvenile audacity to suggest that anyone who 
did not favor Henry Wallace for secretary of commerce was 
thereby an enemy of full employment.

The Truman administration now likes to suggest that 


anybody who doesn't favor^FEPC cannot possibly wish 
equality of opportunity for people of all races: that anybody 
who wants to keep the essence of the Taft-Hartley act is

government's health plan is in favor of sickness.

Now it is just possible that sound-thinking men might 


. devise solutions in these major fields which depart in im- 


• portant ways from the things symbolized by those cele- 


'. brated labels.

It is time to say that thinking in labels isn't really think- 


ing at all. It's not even a good substitute. All that we achieve 


[ by this capsule technique is to confuse people, to divert 
them from the underlying realities, to misinform them about 
the men and issues they must judge accurately if they are to 
^govern themselves well.

'Lone Wolf Has Fun in New Came 


«V OSWALD JACOBY 


Last week I discussed the new 


Cut-Throat Canasta game for three 
players. The most important rule 
in the game is that the player who 
first takes the discard pile scores 
all by himself, while the other two 
players score as partners against 
him. 


In the average game of Cut- 


Throat, the winner is the conser- 
vative chap who never takes the 
first discard pile. It wouldn't be 
true fo say that it's always a bad 
idea to take the pile; our conserva- 
tive friend wins because his op- 
ponents are always taking the pile 
before it's ripe enough. 


For example, suppose the pile 


mounts up until it contains about 
twelve cards. That's a big pile in 
ordinary Canasta, and your fingers 
begin to itch as you look at each 
discard. Not so in Cut-Throat. 


You don't really 
get 
excited 


about the pile in Cut-Throat until 
it contains about twenty cards. 


The player who takes a 12-card 


pile in Cut-Throat usually gets 
the material for one canasta; .and 
he also picks up so much un- 
matched junk that he can't meld 
out for several rounds of play. 


While he gets rid of his un- 


matched cards 
and 
laboriously 


puts himself into melding-out po- 
sition, the opponents meld 
like 


crazy with n combined holding of 


more cards Uian the lone wolf. 
This advantage gets bigger as the 
hand continues. 


In rare cases you can take a 


12-card pile and get away with it. 
This happens when the cards in 
the pile fit your hand so beauti- 
fully that you can meld out im- 
mediately, or perhaps after only 
one or two additional plays. 


Most of the time, however, you 


must put temptation behind you. 
Build up your own hand and ig- 
nore the discard pile. Perhaps you 
will manage to meld out without 
taking the pile at all; and then 
you will probably gain atjout a 
thousand points over each of the 
opponents. 


If somebody else ta"kes the pile 


before you can go out, you will 
do fairly .well defending against 
the lone wolf. If nobody takes the 
pile early, perhaps you will have 
a good chance at a really ripe pile. 


The big thrills in the game come 


when you are the lone wolf, but 
you have to pick your spots. If 
you swing; at something that isn't 
there, you'll just make a big noise 
as you fall down.

[11 Effects in Some Cases 


In some parts of the world salt 


—that is the kind that makes up 
ordinary table salt—is in short 
supply, and is considered very 
valuable indeed. This is for the 
simple reason that salt, or sodi- 
um chloride, is necessary to main- 
tain life. 


The salt is kept in a constant 


proportion in the blood and tis- 
sues by a wonderful system of 
balance, and the amount of salt 
f/iesent in food or added in cook- 
in'g or on the table is usually just 
about enough to make up for that 
which is lost. 


More sodium chloride is lost 


from the body than is taken in, 
when there is heavy perspiration 
for a prolonged period of time. 
This occurs in certain industrial 
occupations, in hot weather and 
when there is heavy physical ex- 
ertion. 


Salt tablets or the addition of 


small amounts of sodium chloride 
to the drinking water may be 
used to replace an excessive loss 
of sodium chloride of this type. In 
some industries workers are en- 
couraged to take a salt tablet with 
each drink of water, though this 
should not be done by those who 
have certain kinds of diseases. 


In certain diseases the amount 


of salt taken into the body has to 
be limited. Too much salt either 
haft a bad effect on the diseased 
organs or holds an e x c e s s i v e 
amount of water in the tissues of 
the body, thus causing th« accum- 
ulation of fluid in the legs or ab- 
domen. 


Under such circumstances, the 


excecs **lt is not eliminated nor- 
mally but stays in the tissues, in 
order to maintain a constant bal- 
Aac« between the sodium chloride 


and water in the tissues, excess 
water is also retained. 
REDUCK SALT IX DIET 


For this reason, the physician 


may reduce the salt in the diet 
of persons with certain kinds of 
heart disease, kidney disease or 
diseases of the b l o o d vessels. 
There are some other conditions, 
I^ke Addison's disease, in which 
the use of sodium chloride has to 
be strictly regulated. 


A great deal of table salt now 


has a little iodine mixed in. This 
iodized salt has done a great deal 
to reduce the frequency of goiter, 
and extensive studies have not re- 
vealed any harmful effects. Truly, 
the importance of salt to human 
beings cannot be exaggerated.

Atty. Gen. McGranery Orders Probe of 
Alien Property Office; Start With Audit 


B-r JACK ADAMS 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — An in- 


vestigation of the Alien Property 
Office, which handles firms seized 
from the enemy during World War 
H, has been ordered by Atty. Gen. 
McGranery as the next object of 
his government cleanup drive. 


McGranery said today he has or- 


dered an independent and com- 
plete probe of the agency, once 
headed by Harold I. Baynton, one 
of three assistant attorneys gen- 
erals whose resignations were ac- 
cepted recently by the new attor- 
ney general. 


Under Investigation 


The department already is un- 


der congressional investigation fol- 
lowing charges that multi-million 
dollar enemy properties have been 
run as "a gravy train" for friends 
of the administration. 


Sen. Wiley (R-Wis) has repeated- 


ly criticized the department, and 
at his insistence a Senate commit- 
tee is looking into the Alien Prop- 
erty Office. At the same time, a 
House Committee is making an in- 
vestigation of the Justice depart- 
ment as a whole. 


McGranery called 
newsmen in 


to disclose the alien property au- 
dit as the latest step in what he 
has described as "my own quiet 
way" of going about the govern- 
ment cleanup Job he inherited from 
Atty. Gen. J. Howard McGralh and 
administration investigator 
New- 


bold Morris. 


Both McGrath and Morris lost 


their jobs when they got into a 
public dispute over procedures. 


To Conduct Audit 


McGranery said he has em 


ployed the accounting 
Jirm of 


Price Waterhouse of New York 
City to conduct the audit. 


Asljed if the move was prompted 


by Wiley's accusations, McGran- 
cry merely said: "I have ordered 
a general audit. I want to find 
out what it Is all about." 


Dr. Rowland Kirk, dean of the 


National Law School here, 
has 


been named as Baynton's success- 
or as head of the agency. 


McGranery al*o told reporter* 


that he has it in mind to employ 
a firm of planning engineers to 
mirvey the entire Justice depart- 
ment with the view of streamlining 
its functions. 


"The department has grown Im- 


mensely in recent years and there 
has been no planning to -it," he 
eaid.

"Life is continually changing." 


McGranery said that h« is cur- 


rcntly engaged in examining re- 
ports frem-U. S. district attorneys 
in all parts of the country on cases 
which have been pending longest 
in their files, and on the extent of 
private practice in which 
have recently engaged.

Both were specifically requested 


by McGranery when he brought 
the local prosecutors here for a 
conference last month.

Although both symbols are as 
amiliar to our people as the 
tatute o£ Liberty, It would be 
afe to say that few party stal- 
•arts would know how their mas- 
ot was chosen. 
The donkey and the elephant 
re probably the only two ani- 
mals of different species that have 


common identical ancestor. 
They were both brought into ex- 
itence during the '70s of the last 
entury by the famous political 
aricaturist Thomas Nast. 
Strangely enough, 
each pbliti- 


al animal was tagged to its par- 
icular party In an atmosphere of 
Icrisive jest. Each found favor 


given a whole page for its activity 
in the same periodical. 


It was suggested to Nast by an 


Aesop fable which describes how 
a donkey went about in lion's skin 
terrorizing the animals and fright- 
ening the elephant into a trap set 
by a cunning fox. 


His illustration showed such a 


scene. The donkey dressed as a 
lion was labeled "'The New .York 
Herald." The ,elephant was the

His intention was to poke fun 


at the Democratic Party, Good- 
naturedly they accepted the ani- 
mal and turned it into a symbol 
to rally around.
